2. On 7 Nov 60 Herr HORN, EKA-SG, advised the writer that this 
case Is being -investigated by the LKA Munich, however, BKA-SG is 
assisting and is following this case t/ith Interest due to the pos- 
sible PIN Involvement. 

3* HORN furnished a brief initial report by DCA Munich, vihlch 
is summarized here: 

a* At the time and date stat^ above, SUBJECT entered his 
automobile In front of 10 Kause Bluetenstr., Munich. As he <^ove 
ai/ay there was an explosion \diich caused considerable damage to 
the car and seriously injured .SUBJECT, One leg had to be removed' 
and his eyesi^t is in danger. He ivas not, able to be Interviewed 
at the time of this report. ^ ' 



b. SUBJECT and his vrife have resided in Egypt for a number 
of years. They traveled to Tunis on 10 Oct 60 and departed there • 
by air on 14 Oct 60 for Munich.. SUBJECT* s wife was registered with 
the police at 11 Bluetenstr, since that date. They had plamned to 
settle in Tunis, 

0. SUBJECT had' purchased his car on 15 Oct 60^ from a dealer 
in Munich, -and p^ked it at the above address on the evening of 
' 15 Oct 60. He first used the car again at . the time of the explosion.
